The building was 
well stocked with ammunition and in it or 
near it were stored great quantities of dyna- 
mite being used in the nicerataslerntcsgn of the 
Rapid Transit tunnel. 


Explosions Terrify Neighborhood. 
.The supposedly fireproof armory burned 
fiercely, and as the flames took possession | 
of the interior terrific explosions shattered 
the granite walls, which fell with a roar 
that ould be heard for blocks. 
The flames had been falling over the Park 


rushed wildly through the building trying 
to arouse the 600 guests who were sleeping 
in the rooms. . 

There was delay in arousing the guests, 
for at that point Park avenue is wide and 
the hotel was separated from the granite 
walls of the armory by two wide ariveways, 
with the tunnel between them. $ 

Those guests who were aroused by the 
fire made no effort to escape, believing the 
hotel to be perfectly safe, and watched the 
firemen struggle to keep the fire from get- 
ting into the Metropolitan street car barns 
adjoining the armory on the south, 


Guests Realize Danger. 
It was not until the terrific explosion, which 
shattered the walls of the hotel and sent the 
fire leaping across the wide street, that the 
guests and eMmployés of the Park Avenue 
Hotel realized their danger. 4 
‘ Even the firemen and police had paid Mttle 
attention to the hotel up to that time, their 
efforts being directed to saving the rows of 
flat buildings along Thirty-fourth, Thirty- 
third, and Thirty-second streets. The people 
were driven from these flats by the police and 
forced to seek refuge farther away, while 
cordons of police charged the growing

A man stood at a window on the seventh 
floor for twenty-five minutes, while’ the 
flames were spreading through the building. 
Cries were set up for him to wait for the 


Two Jump from Roof. 

Two men, whose names have not been 
learned, attempted to escape from the ‘Park 
Avenue Hotel by going to the roof. Both of 
them jumped from the roof later, and one 
was instantly killed. The other was fatally 
injured. 


Number of Churchmen Escape. 

Among those who escaped were. Bishop

On the way 
down-stairs the daughter. lost her mother.

Colonel Pepper’s Back Broken. 
The supposed body of Colonel James E. Pep-

His back was bro- 
ken. A fall had evidently killed him. ‘Chap- 
lain Walkley found this body, too. Chaplain 
Walkley said that at least fifteen or bixteen 
persons were burned or otherwise injured on 
the fifth floor of the hotel. 


Begins in Armory. 


The fire, which began at 1:30 o’clock this 
morning, destroyed the Seventy-first Reg- 
iment Armory at Park avenue and Thirty- 
fourth street, leaped across Park avenue to 
the Park Avenue Hotel, destroyed that build- 
ing, and caused a wild panic among the 
guests. 

People Unconscious in Corridor. . 

One man fractured his skull by jumping 
from the hotel to the roof of the house at 
85 East Thirty-second street. He died in- 
stantly. 

D. Southard of Boston, who helped several 
people from the fifth floor, said that there 
were a number of people lying unconscious 
in the corridor. The smoke forced him to 
leave them. 

At 8:80 o’clock the flames had practically 
wrecked all the southwest corner of the 
hotel. 

Proprietor Reed said, after a trip to the 
upper part of the hotel at 3:30 a. m., that 
he had seen not less than eight bodies on one 
floor. The police at that time said there } 
were almost surely thirteen or fourteen 
dead. Propriétor Reed also said the guests 
in the hotel could have got out alive if they 
had started soon ‘enough.

Then, with a thunderous crash, it 
toppled over and fell, carrying adjoining 
parts of the walls with it. 


~ Carry Out Sick Children. 

In two of the houses in East Thirty-third 
street; where the people were routed out, 
there were several small childrén suffering 
from scarlet fever and clad only in their 
night clothes. The little ones were carried. 
to the Albemarle Stables, at ave- 
nue and Thirty-third street. 


Police Charge the Crowd. 

About 250 persons in all*were driven from 
their homes and were sheltered in stables in 
the neighborhood, where wraps were, fur- 
nished them. 

At 2:40 o’clock the police charged on the 
crowd and forced it back as far as Fifth 
avenue to get them away from the subway 
station, where it was believed a quantity of

The Seventy-first Armory was a massive 
granite structure and one of the striking 
buildings in the city. ‘The corner-stone was 
lgid in 1892, and the cost, including the land, 
was nearly) $900,000.

Hotel Is Well Known. 

The Park Avenue Hotel was one of the best 
known and largest family hotels in New 
York. It was a six-story building, facing 
on Park avenue, midway between Phirty- 
third and Thirty-fourth streets, overlooking 
che south entrance of the old Park avenue 
street car tunnel. It was largely patronized

THO KILLED BY A TRAIN WIRELESS TALK 


NORTHWESTERN ELECTRICIANS / 


STRUCK BY THE LIMITED. 


Working on Track at Sangamon Street 
and Become Confused—Trolley Car 
Hit by a Wabash Locomotive at a 
Dangerous Grade Crossing — Two 
Women Passengers Are Injured— 
Aged Flagman Risks His Life in At- 
tempting to Stop a Runaway; 


Two employés of the Chicago and North- 
western railroad were run down and killed 
and a third was badly injured last night on 
the tracks of the company at Sangamon 
street, where they were working without 
lights after nightfall... 

All of the victims of the accident, which 
was one of five during the day and evening, 
were electricians, Those killed were Robert 
Cluth of 491 West Fourteenth place and 
Robert B. Elbee of Irving Park. -The in- 
jured man is Wilson R. Young of Mayfair. 

For several hours the three men had been 
rearranging the block signals and interlock- 
ing switches at Sangamon street. The task 
practically was completed when the accident 
occurred. 

Run Down by the Limited. 

A short distance away from the point is a 
slight bend in the roadbed. At 6:30 the Pio- 
neer Limited swept around this bend and 
Engineer Dennett saw the men step from 
the east track, on which they had been work- 


ing, directly in front of his train. 


The engineer was unable to stop the train, 
and Cluth and Young were hurléd from the 
track elevation to the street, many yards 
away. Elbee wag rolled under the train and 
his body was badly mutilated. 

A number of track workmen who had just 
finished their work saw the accident and 
helped remove the bodies of Etbee and Cluth 
to Korzenilewski's underteking-racms, 320 
North Carpenter street. 

Young sustained a fracture of the skull and 
his right leg was broken in two places. He 
was removed to St. Elizabeth’s Hospital, 
where his injuries were pronounced probably 


fatal. 
Police Take a Hand. 

The engineer and fireman of the train were 
held by the police until the matter was in- 
vestigated, after whith they were released 
pending the inquest. 7 

The workmen who witnessed the accident 
say the electricians had become confused by: 
the suburban trains passing at that time and 
evidently had stepped in the way of the lim- 
ited while avoiding some other train. The 
electriaians violated a rule of the company 
when they worked without a light. 

Both Cluth and Elbee were married and 
each was the father of two children. Young 
isunmarried. The inquest will be held today. 

Train Strikes a Street Car. 

A street car was hurled from the Wabash 
tracks and two persons were‘injured yes- 
terday afternoon at the unguarded Seventy-

Coroner's J ury Finds Against 
the Pintsch and People’s 
Companies. 


NEED OF SAFETY DEVICES 


Verdict Suggests Automatic 
Valves; Attorney Meagher 
Gives Approval. 


TEST DOUBTED BY JURORS. 


After devoting three and a half days to an 
investigation of the explosion at Twenty- 
gecond street and Archer avenue, in which 
ie lives of eleven persons were sacrificed, 
Coroner's jury arrived at a verdict yester- 
fay afternoon in which the Pintsch Com- 
pressing company and the People’s Gaslight 
ana Coke company are held responsible for 
the catastrophe. | 
‘She explosion took place on Feb. 5, and 
eaused the instant death of Otto Trostel, 
816 Twenty-second street, his wife, and five 
children; his nephew, Fred Trostel; his 
niece, Sophia Neib; N. Giermann, an em- 
ployé; and Mary Rosenthal, who was shop- 

ng in Trostel’s meat market at the time 
of the explosion. 

A number of*bui..ings were wrecked and 
several persons were injured. . 


Text of the Verdict. 

The verdict of the jury in the case of Otto 
Trostel and the others is identical and fol- 
lows: 

“Otto Trostel came to his death on the 
premises known as 376 East Twenty-second 
street from shock and burns received in an 
explosion of gas which occurred on Feb. 5, 
1902, on the premises occupied by the de- 


“From the evidence submitted we, the 
jury, believe that a leak in the four-inch 
main, known as the Pintsch pipe, was the 
cause of the explosion. While the tests made 
on the mains of the People’s Gaslight and 
Coke company under the supervision of the 
city inspectors shows that there was no leak 
on these mains, the so-called test made on 
the four-inch main is misleading and of no 
value. 

“We declare that the Pintsch Compressing 
sompany, whose pipes are a. part of the pipe 
system of the People’s Gaslight and Coke 
company, share with the latter company the 
responsibility for the death of the deceased. 

' “We further find that after the explosion 
a service pipe, broken on one end, was discov- 
ered on the premises occupied by the de- 
ceased. From the evidence submitted we be- 
lieve that this break in the service pipe was 
caused by or during the explosion. 


Danger in “Oily Substance.” 
“We further find that an oily substance 
was found in the sewers along Archer avenue 
and Twenty-second street. While it was im- 
possible to trace the source of this substance, 
it admitted that it is at least resvonsible 
for condition that should not be tolerated, 
. forsanitary reasons if for no others, especial-

DR. HIRSCH SAYS THE JEWS © 
ACCEPT TEACHINGS OF JESUS. 


Lecture Sets Forth That Life, Teachings, 
and Morality of Christ Were in Ac- 
cordance with Jewish Religion. — 


** Jesus was a Jew, his teachings were Jew- 
ish, and they can be accepted by the Jewish 
people,’’ was the declaration of Dr. Emil G. 
Hirsch last night in his lecture, ‘‘ Was Jesus 
a Jew?" which was delivered at the Temple 
Israel, Forty-fourth street and St. Lawrence 
avenue. 

Dr. Hirsch divided his lecture into three 
parts to show that Jesus was a Jew; that the 
Lord’s prayer was a Jewish prayer; and that 
the morality taught by Jesus was the moral- 
ity of the Jewish religion. 

“A book called ‘ The Inwardness of Chris- 
tianity,’ recently published in Germany, sets 
forth that Jesus taught a new religion. It 
has caused a stir. The writer, however, has 
displayed an absolute ignorance of the prin- 
ciples of the Jewish faith.

Oklahoma Posse Trails Bandits Through 
Snow—When One Robber Is Killed

fight today between Oklahoma officers and 
the band of outlaws that killed Sheriffs 
Smith and Beck at Anadarko a month ago, 
one of the outlaws, Walter Swofford, is dead, 
and Deputy Sheriff W. A. Jones of Asher, 
Ok.

Six Requirements Laid Down as Es-

L. Triggs has his way. Professor Triggs 
has undertaken to make the selection of the 
name of his year-old son—or any one’s son, 
as he is careful to explain—the standard of 
future generations. He is silent on the sub- 
ject of girls, because he says caution for- 
bids he attempt anything else until he has 
solved the present and hitherto impossible 
perplexity. | 

At the close of the meeting of the Arché 
club yesterday ‘the women crowded around 
the professor to ask about his dilemma. They 
had read in Tue TRIBUNE of his difficulty, 
and, having successfully solved the same 
problem tn the past, they were prepared to 
assist mere man in the unraveling of the 
Gordian knot. 


Women Willing to Help. . 

What's in a name?’’ asked one who hov- 
ered on the outskirts of the group. . 

“It’s to make it impossible for any future 
Juliet to wish that young Triggs had any 
name but that which he will be given that 
the professor has fixed what may be termed 
the canons of human nomenclature,” inter- 
posed another in behalf of the embarrassed 
professor. 


When he returned home in the evening, | 


Professor Triggs found letters from 
strangers and friends, solicitious about the 
name of the son of the house. One recom- 
mended that: he refer to Bulwer Lytton’s 
“The Caxtons”’ for help. Austin Caxton 
is on record as having named his son Peisis- 
tratus, and that after long deliberation. 


Six Conditions to Be Met. 


_ “ This question of a man’s name is serious,” 
said Professor Triggs. ‘‘ Of course, you may 
look at it from a humorous point of view, 
but when you have to solve the problem your- 
self, you realize its seriousness.” 

As if in support of this contention, a “ little 
squall” arose in another part of Professor 
Triggs’ apartment. 

“I do not mean the naming of this par- 
ticular chap,’’ continued Professor Triggs. 
“Any boy has a right to a proper name. 
I mean aproper proper name. A name should 
comply with six conditions, three negative 
and three positive. It should not be the 
name of a parent; it should not be the 
name of a friend; it should not be the name 
of any famous man. Positively, it should 
be euphonious, it should be consistent, and 
it should be distinctive. A boy has a right 
to a name that he will like.’’ : 


'* Argues for His Standard. 

“‘ You mean, professor, that at the time he 
receives his name a boy is either not a good 
judge of names or he is unable to express a 
preference, and that therefore a parent must 
choose for the boy’s future satisfaction?’’ 

** Precisely. For instance, confusion arises 
ffom naming a boy after his father; do not 
do it; friendship fades and sometimes turns 
to hate, therefore do not namea boy after a 
friend; to name him after a great man is too 
common, do not imitate. On the other hand, 
a man has aright toaeuphoniousname. He 
has a right to a consistent name, and by that 
I mean that his proper name shall belong to 
the same linguistic group as hissurname. A 
Latin should be called by a Latin name, a 
Teuton by a Teutonic name. A Goth Triggs 
is old Gothic, one of the oldest namesextant— 
a Goth can wear a German or Saxon or Eng- 
lish name, a Frenchman an Italian or Span- 
ish name. 

Not Ready to Admit Defeat. 
. -“ By a distinctive name I mean that the 
proper and surnames together shall have 
some distinction, shall serve to distinguish. 

“If one looks for a name along these lines 
a fair selection might be made. I am afraid 
that, as.a rule, names are bestowed 
ard, without thoughtful consideration. How- 
ever, I am not going about it in that fashion 
and I am not discouraged yet.”

For over six months the postoffice in- 


spectors have been attempting to detect the 
person or persons who have been tam 
with mail directed to tenants of the Temple. 
In that time over 250 decoy letters contain- 
ing money have been mailed from various 
parts of the United States, and every one 
arrived safely, yet in the same mails bona 
fide letters containing money failed to reach 
the persons to whom they were addressed.

Repudiate Statement of Miss Mary Mc- 
Dowell That They Soon May Be En- 
gaged in Killing—Dutites Classed as 
Kitchen Toil, for Which They Re- 
ceive Fair Wages—Service Is Better 
than That of Men, Say Packing- 
House Officials. 


Slowly but irresistibly women and girls are 
forcing men out of the lighter work that is 
done at the Stock-Yards. Thousands of them 
are employed in the packing and canning fac- 
tories there, and if the business grows as it 
has done within the last three years thou- 
sands more will be used. In no case, how- 
ever, are the women working at anything but 
what might be termed “‘ kitchen work,” such 
as cutting dried beef, packing cans, stuffing 
sausages, and labeling cans. 

Dread has been aroused by this growth of 
female labor in the yards and many of the 
Social Settlement leaders fear the time may 
come, when the girls will use the knife even 
in slaying. So great has this become that 
Miss Mary McDowell of the University of 
Chicago Settlement suggested it at a meet- 
ing of the Woman’s Union Label league. 

' General opinion in the yards, however, ‘s 
that the day is still far distant when the 
girls actually will take a hand in the killing 
of even a chicken. , 


Between 5,000 and 6,000 at Work. 


Between 5,000 and 6,000 women and girls 
a@re on the pay rolls of the various Stock- 
Yards houses. They form 75 per cent of the 
employés of the canning factories. The pack- 
ers say this percentage has been stationary 
for a decade, but the settlement leaders de- 
clare that there are twice as many women 
working as were on the books five years ago. 

So far as the employment of women is con- 
cerned two typical houses are the packing 
departments of Swift & Co. and Libby, Mc- 
Neill & Libby. . In these there are 2,000 wom- 
en and girls at work at an average wage of 
between $9 and $10 a week. In both con- 
cerns the girls, while taking work that once. 
was done by men, are hired to do only the 
lighter grades of labor. 

In Libby, McNeill & Libby’s, where Mrs. 
Van der Vaart and Dr. de Bey spent a day, 


ed, not a girl could be found yesterday doing 
heavy work... In one of the rooms where forty 
girls were busy painting cans, and where the 
fumes of the paint were heavy, all were asked 
if they liked their work, whether they got

One Girl Employe’s Logic. . 
“Like my work?’ asked Jennie Laughlin.

Don’t think for a minute that I am going to 
give up this job to any man. Cutting him 
out? Surelam, but what’sthe dif’?. I would

$10. That makes, let me see, about $43. . up- 
pose my sister and me were to live at home 
and not make a cent we would be loose in 
the pocket $16 a week, and that goes a big 
*ways. My father’s in the yards, and so ts 
my brother. I ain’t cut them out of no job.” 


Rob Men of Easy Work. 


This was the consensus of opinion among 

the girls, but the men did not agree entirely. 
. “The question is right here,’’ said James 
Rostande, who works in the packing depart- 
ment of Armour&Co. ‘“* Thegirls have been 
coming in here by the hundreds and they have 
taken the light work. Thereis nota girl and 
never will be a girl or woman who will use 
the knife for slaughtering purposes, but they 
have taken the easy and easy-money making 
jobs. Their fingers are more deft than ours, 
and where strength is not necessary they are 
doing well. I am der the impression that 
no man has been f out of work, but they 
have been forced out of easy work.”’ 

The girls cut and pack dried beef and label 
the cans. Beef is cooked for extracts and then 
packed by them. They clean and pare vegeta- 
bles and put them into cans for use. The 
meat extras are trimmed and cut up by them.

on the bank’s condition to the State Banking 
Commission on Feb. 20, 1901.

His counsel asked that 
he be released on this charge on his personal 
recognizance, in view of the fact that the 
bail on the two former complaints against 
him totals $25,000 and is ample. Judge 
Whelan declined to grant the request and 
fixed the bail at $50,000. This was not fur- 
nished. Andrews’ examination was set for 
Feb. 28. 

The complaint made today charges the 
loans and the discounts in the alleged falsi- 
fied report were $15,000 out of the way. In

Any strengthening of the 
good feeling between us makés no difference 
with France's .relations to Russia or the 
international feeling. of other nations toward 
the United States. The two republics must 
gliing together, recognizing the economical 
competition, but maintaining excellent do- 
mestic and social relations. A contrary 
course would be fratricide. . 


Leaves a Diplomatic Career. 

“In the face of opposition from my friends 
ZT abandoned a career in the diplomatic serv- 
30@ several years ago to take up the work of 
making friends with the United States in an 
mhoficial way. I have followed the pian per- 
sistentiy ever since. Before that time I had 
een in the diplomatic service for twenty 
years.

GAS EMPTIES SIX FLATS 


EMERGE FROM THE GROUND, 

Blaze in the Street Alarms Occupants 
of the Harding Building in Prairie 
Avenue—Firemen and Police Called 
and Then the Repair Crew of the 
People’s Company Is Summoned td 
Stop the Leakage—Odor Noticeable 
fer Several Days, It Is Said. 


Wiames that biazed up from the ground 
and a strong odor of gas caused six families 
to flee from the Harding Flats, 3431-3435 
Prairie avenue, last night. With the Trostel 
disaster fresh in mind, the tenants of the 
building left possessions behind and made 
ali haste to reach the street. | 

Shortly before 7 o’clock the janitor of the 
flats discovered the flames, and without 
waiting to warn the tenants ran to call the 
Fire department, When the firemen arrived 
the tenants were in the street, and many of 
the neighbors had deserted their houses. 
All stood at a distance and watched the blue 
flames that rose and curled in the air three 
feet from the ground. 

When the firemen were ready for action 
the flames had died down, and one of Chief 
Musham’s men, approaching the janitor, 
Richard Winston, demanded: 

_ “* Where's the fire, anyhow?” 

“There! ‘There!’ replied the janitor, 
pointing to the ground. ~ 

The firemen threw aside the hose, and, 
armed with crowbars, approactied the faint | 
blaze and began to pry the frozen ground. 
Again the blue flames burst out, and the 
crowd began to yell ‘‘ Explosion!”’ The fire- 
men continued to break the ground until 
they discovered that the leak was of some 
proportions, and then they advised the jan- 
itor to call the emergency crew of the Peo- 
ple’s Gaslight and Coke company. 


Fear to Return Inside. 


Although the firemen said there was no 
danger, none of the tenants could be in-- 
duced to return to the flats. Finaily the 
repair crew arrived, turned off the gas, and 
stopped the leaks, 

For two weeks, say the tenants of the 
Harding Building, the odor of gas has been 
strong in the neighborhood, but no one could 
discover the locality ofthe leak. On Monday 
Policeman Reed of thé Stanton Avenue Sta- 
tion told Janitor Winston that gas was es- 
caping and the two examined all the meters 


Tenants Tell of the Scare. 

Lyons, who is bailiff in Justice Prin 2" 
court, sald: diville’s 

“ fe of every person in the build 
has been in danger since this leak has eer 
going on, and I think the janitor is to blame 
in @ measure. Policeman Reed told him a 
week ago that the gas company should be no- 
tified. I knew nothing of the leak until to- 
night. The leak was within twenty feet of a 
furnace in which there always isa hot fire.” 

“When I saw the flames,” said Janitor 
Winston, “ thought of the Trostel explosion 
came to me and | did not wait to warn the 
tenants, but hurried to the drug store at the 
corner of Indiana avenue and Thirty-fifth 
street and asked for both Police and Fire de- 
partments. When they came the flames had 
died down somewhat and we sent for the gas 
company, who found the leak and shut it off. 
They say it was a bad one.” 


CHARGE ABDUCTION TO SULTAN 


American Says Kidnaping of Miss Stone 
Was to Raise Money to Pay In- 
demnity to United States. 


Chicago, Feb. 19.—[{Editor of The Trib- 
une.]~—The people of the United States have 
been greatly mistaken in their belief that 
Miss Stone was captured by brigands. I am 
a native of Armenia, and I lived in that 
country long enough to acquire a good under- 
standing of the conditions which prevail 
there. I know what I am saying when I as- 
sert that the capture of Miss Stone was by 
soldiers of the Turkish army, disguised as 
brigands and acting under the orders of the 
Sultan. 

Seven or eight years ago, while I was in 
Turkey, the Sultan ordered the destruction 
of the American colleges and the murder of 
some of the missionaries. He made all the 
trouble he could, and after it was all over 
the United States government asked for 
$95,000 indemnity. The Sultan paid no at- 
tention to the demand until a battleship 
sailed into the Mediterranean, and then he 
made such fine promises that the money was | 
not collected. 3 

The truth is, the Sultan was unable to 
pay such @ large sum as $95,000, and when 
the State depaetment sent him an ultimatum 
from Washington he got scared. Then he 
heard that some missionaries were traveling 
between Turkey and Bulgaria, and saw a 
chance to raise the myeg He gent out an 
order for the capture of Miss Stone, and his 
soldiers had to obey or lose their lives. They 
disguised theniselves as brigands and start- 
ed on their mission with instructions to hoid

The way the Leyland ship was identified 
was by the report of the White Star freighter 
Georgic, in today, storm belated, from Liver- 
pool. The Georgic sighted the Philadel- 
phian on Feb. 12 about 780 miles off the 
Irish coast, flying signals of distress. The 
Philadelphian’s commander, Captain Trant, 
announced that the propeller was loose and 
that he wanted to be towed to port.

ROSEBERY’S LETTER THE SENSA- 
TION OF THE YEAR. 


Ex-Premier Charged with Breaking Up 
the Liberal Party in an Outburst of 
Bad Temper—Unionists Watch with 


Cynical Delight the Renewal of the | 


Strife Between the Factions—Rail- 
way Managers Decide to Adopt 
American System.

LONDON, Feb. 22, 8 a. m.—The smoking- 
room of the House of Commons was a whis- 
pering gallery of political recriminations and 
gossip yesterday. Sir Henry Campbell-Ban- 
nerman’s Radical supporters § resented 
strongly Lord Rosebery’s letter, and charged 
him with breaking up the Liberal party 
by an outburst of bad temper after a futile 
effort to bring about areunion. The Liberal- 
Imperialists held Campbell-Bannerman re- 
sponsible for Lord. Rosebery’s abrupt and 
unceremonfous separation from him and de- 
plored the mischievous intrigues of the ir- 

reconcilable Radicals. 

The Unionists watched with cynical delight 
the renewal of the strife between the Liberal 
factions and assumed that the restoration of 
harmony was clearly impossible. 


Rosebery Must Lead. 

The wiser judgment of disinterested spec- 
tators is that Lord Rosebery has now 
gone too far to retrace his steps, and that he 
must remain in the field as the successor of 
Campbell-Bannerman as the authoritative 
leader of the Liberal party. The present 
crisis would not have arisen if Lord Rose- 
bery had taken the chair at the Asquith din- 
ner and made a strenuous fight for leader- 
He strengthened Campbell-Bantner- 
man by deserting Asquith, and enabled him 
to dictate terms at the Reform club confer- 
ence. He is now compelled to challenge 
Campbell-Bannerman’s authority and dem- 
onstrate that democratic reforms are not im- 
possible under the leadership of an Imperial- 
ist peer. 

Lord Rosebery has been playing since his 
Chesterfield speech with the pro-Boers on the 


question of negotiating with Kruger. His 


real work, as all sound politicians admit, 
ought to be the conciliation of the progres- 
sive Radicals by proposing measures of so- 
cial reform and domestic legislation on which 
the Liberals can unite when the Boer war 
ends.

ENGLAND TO ADD TO. NAVY. 


Estimates Include $75,000,000 for 
New Warships and More than That 
Amount for General Expense. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Feb. 21.—The British naval esti- 
mates for the coming year were introduced 
in the House of Commons today. They pro- 
vide for a total expenditure of $156,275,000, 
of which $75,000,000 will be devoted to build- 
ing new ships. Forty-nine warships will be 
floated this year. In 1908 sixty ships will be 
under construction, in addition to the twenty- 
seven which it is proposed to lay down in 
the new program. 

In presenting the estimate Secretary Ar- 
nold-Foster added that guns of more formid- 
able caliber would be mounted on many ves- 
sels and six-inch guns of the latest and most 
improved type would replace the 4.7 guns. 

Referring to the smaller craft, the Secre- 
tary said that unexpectedly rapid progress 
was being made with the submarine fleet, 
and that more vessels would be added to this 
fleet. A new type of torpedo boat destroyer 
had been designed and it was hoped to at- 
tain better results than in the case of the 
existing vessels. 

After giving further details of the Ad-. 
miralty’s program the Secretary concluded 
by saying that what the Admiralty was de- 
terrmined on was to prepare the fleet for war, 
a preparation for that day of trial which it | 
was hoped would never come, but against 
which the Admiralty was in duty bound to 
provide. 


London Spectator Declares Hay’s Note 
to Russia More Effective than the 
Anglo-Japanese Alliance.

Among the declared supporters of Lord 
Rosebery the letter has created the greatest 
satisfaction. The Westminster Gazette sees 
nothing but deadlock and confusion, in which 
the majority of the Liberal party will be 
thwarted by dissentients, and these dissen- 
tients will be drawn more and more to the 
government side by the fact of their antag- 
onism to the regular opposition party. 

The Star believes that the predominant 
feeling among Liberals on reading the letter 
will be one of relief. For three years, it 
says, Lord Rosebery has been as water in the 
Liberal wine, and has diluted ite strength. 
Comment of the Times. 

One of the most notable phases tis the curi- 
ous effect the letter produced on the wording 
of the Times’ editorial on the subject.

Paulsen Scored by Court. 

Justice Carter, who wrote the opinion, re-

knew were in part worthless, ina larger part 
uncollectable, and, as a whole, in no sense 
the equivalent of money. He was cognizant 
ef the losses entailed by this operation. 

“He well knew of the robbery of the 
bank through the medium of the stocks and 
bonds of the Central Bank Vault company. 
Indeed, he was the chief actor and bene- 
ficiary of the despoilment of the treasury of 
the bank. He knew, as his own testimony 
disclosed, the bank had been forced to bor- 
row money at different times to pay its de- 
positors; that money of the bank which he 
knew belonged to its depositors had been 
taken out of its treasury and used to buy the 
stock of stockholders for the purpose of si- 
lencing the complaint of such holders of 
stock that the depositors might not be 
alarmed. 1 

“His own testimony disclosed that he | State of 
knew that substantially the entire assets 
of the bank were hypothecated as security 
for money which he as President of the 
bank had borrowed to enable it to keep its 
doors open. The testimony removed every: 
reasonable doubt of the guilt of Paulsen, and 
there is no error in the record of a character 
to demand that the judgment of conviction 
should be reversed.”’ 


Bank Assigned in 1896. 

Paulsen was the sixth private banker 
whose institutions collapsed about the same 
time. His bank madé a voluntary assign- 
ment on March 8, 1896, the total Habilities 
amounting to $863,977, Assets were hard to 
find, and real estate worth $18,913 was prac- 
tically all that was discovered. Several! in- 
dictments were returned against Paulsen 

and on July 17, 1900, he was found guilty. 
Paulsen was taken to the County Jail 
after his conviction where he remained un- 
til Dec. 12, 1900, when he was released on 
$5,000 bonds. The case was argued fn the 
yee Court by Assistant State’s Atorney 
. Cc. Barnes. When Paulsen was given his 
feats it was belfeved the opinion of the 

higher court would be in his favor. : 


HEALERS MUST HAVE LICENSES. 


Supreme Court Decides Against Doctors. 
Who Advertise to Cure With- 
out Medicine. 


' Magnetic healers and osteopaths must pro- 
cure licenses from the State Board of Health, 
according to a decision handed down by the 
Supreme Court at Springfield yesterday In 
the case of the people against George P. 
Gordon, which came from Rockford. This 


an opportunity to take a stand on the ques- 
tion and its opinion is far-reaching. 

Gordon advertised himself as a “ healer.”’ 
and pr@cured business in Rockford. He was 
charged with practicing medicine without 
a license, and after trial the Circuit Court 
direeted the jury to find for the defendant. 
The Supreme Court reversed and remanded 
the cause. The ‘opinion begins by quoting 
that part of the statute which says: : 

“ The examination of those who desire to 
practice any other system of science of 
treating human ailments, who do not use 


do not practice operative surgery, shall be 
of a character sufficiently strict to test their 
qualifications as practitioners.”’

** We all agree that the object of this is to 
protect the sick and suffering and the com- 
munity at large against the ignorant and un- 
learned who hold themselves possessed of 
peculiar skill in the treatment of disease, and 
to prevent them from holding themselves out

John W. Foster, former Secretary of State, 
was called upon last night by a representa- 
tive of the Post and asked how far he agreed 
with the views of Wayne MacVeagh in his 
communication to the Post of yesterday on 
4 the questions growing out of the proposed 
intervention of the European powers on fhe 
eve of the late Spanish war. 

Mr. Foster replied that im his opinion Mr: 
MacVeagh was quite right in some of his 
views, but if others he was radically wrong. 
In the first place, estimate of George 
W. Smalley was diffe from that of 
Americans. 


Smalley is doubtless a correspondent of” 


ability and large experience,’’ said Mr. 
Foster, 
so much to injure the United States abroad 
or to besmirch the reputation of our country. 
The Post has properly. characterized his 
recent conduct in assailing the fair name of 
President McKinley and the conduct of the 
executive department of our government | 
preceding the Spanish war. 

“ His dispatches. to the London Times dur- 
ing the dependency of the first Hay-Paunce- 
fote canal treaty were wo less disgraceful. 
In them he held up to Buropean ridicule the 
United States Senate as a body of low-bred 
and coarse politicians, ignorant of interna- 
tional law and the deceéncies of diplomatic 
intercourse, and after the treaty was amend- 
ed and transmitted to the British govern- 
ment for consideration he turned upon the 
President and the Secretary of State and 
charged them with duplicity in not wishing 
the Senate amendments to be accepted, It 
would be much better for the London Times 
to send to the United States a frank and 
honest Englishman as its representative 
than to maintain here an American toady, 
however able he may be. 

“‘Mr. MacVeagh fs correct in his char- 
acterization of the telegram of the European 
Ambassadors in Washington as unobjection- 
able, so far as it was intended to inform their 
respective governments of the situation in 
this capital, but in so far as it was designed 
to bring about further intervention against

ONDON, Feb. 4.—Mr. ells, in his 
lecture on the ** Discovery of the Fu-

theoretical prophet, which somehow 
reminds one of the theoretical barber, who 
is postulated by the familiar sign, *‘ Practical 
Barber.”” His lecture was mainly an asser- 
tion of the fact that by a careful study of 
causes and tendencies it is possible to pre- 
dict the future with a good degree of accu- 
racy. This is undeniable, but with another 
theory put forth by the lecturer it is more 
difficult to agree. He maintained that great 
meh, such as Ceesar and Napoleon, are the 
instruments forged by nature for a specific 
purpose. That is to say, they are the result 
of forces—a word which most people of sci- 
entific tendencies find most soothing and 
satisfactory. Altogether Mr. Wells must 
have slightly disappointed the people who 
went to his lecture expecting to hear a series 
of exciting prophecies. For the same money 
they could have obtained a great deal more 
prophecy from one of the numerous astrol- 
ogers and palmists who live by prophecy— 
with intervals of board and lodging at the 
public expense. 


The death of Mr. Aubrey de Vere at the 
advanced age of 88 removes a true poet from 
the long list of Victorian writers. His poetry 
was singularly faultless in nearly every re- 
spect, but it never was popular. The expla- 
nation is that his accurate versification and 
his eminently proper and frequently poetic 
It is also true that 
he wrote far too much, and often made a 
poem far too long for the thought which it 
had to convéy. No one, however, can hon- 
estly deny that he wrote lines which were 
roughly beautiful, and were a selection to 
be made from his poems it is probable that 
the book would retain a place in English 
literature for many — to come.

We may soon look 
to see > hie exalted to the rank of a great 
Russian prophet, and his admirers will con- 
struct a system of philosophy and religion 
from his stories concerning drunkards and 
vagabonds. I have found his book of stories, 


which has just been published in an English 


translation, thoroughly detestable, but then 
I have never been an admirer of Russian 
prophets. There is unqueStionable ability 
in the stories, but they are dreary and re- 
volting, except to minds so constituted as to 
be able to admire prophecy mixed with dirt 
and lunacy.

were really historical, and we know now 
that Egypt was a civilized country at least 
7,000 years ago. Whatis curious is the asser- 
tion of Professor Petrie that the works of 
art belonging to the earliest period of Egyp- 
tian. history were greatly superior to those of 
later times, So that Egypt, instead of advanc- 
ing in civilization since the date of the three 
first dynasties, has really retrograded.

The volume contains two other sto- 
ries, ‘‘ Les Gestes’’ and Reconnaissance,” 
together with three war recitals, ‘‘ L’Ami 
d’Enfance,”’ ** Bob Milner,” and ‘‘ Un Chef.”’ 
Since his famous lawsuit with his old pub- 
lishers, Lemerre & Co., whom the author ac- 
cused of robbing him, all Bourget’s works 
have been edited by Plon Nourrit & Co., 
who have recently published a marvelous 
“edition de luxe”’ of all Bourget’s earlier 


works, which he has carefully re , elim- 
inating from them all atheistic ideas, which 
predominated in his former novels. His law- 


suit with Lemerre was a revelation of French 
publishers’ methods towards their authors 
and has had the effect of quite revolutioniz- 
‘ing the relations between authors and pub- 
lishers.

Of the recent historical works which have 
appeared “ Le Maréchal Canrobert,’’ by Ger- 
main Bapst, is the most interesting, pub- 
lished also by Plon Nourrit &Co. The work 
is the second volume and deals with a series 
of interesting anecdotes on the events of 
1852 to 1855.

The child in 
his thirst for supremacy learns to despise 
the gold lace bedecked soldier because he 
sees him dominated by a powerful chief 
of the’ Masonic order, who, he learns, con- 
trols not only officers but Kings and Bm- + 
perors. Then Omer dreams of being: a 
magician like his ancestor, and Moses, but 
as he grows older he soon learns the 
magician belongs to the past, and he be- 
comes an Archbishop for the sake of dom- 
ineering and seeing the faithful prostrate 
before him, while he blesses them from his 
dais. Finally, he learns to realize the folly 
of it all, and that only an attitude remains 
for him to save his pride as long as life is 
given him. Around the hero are strangely 
interesting characters, and the retreat of the 
grand army is one of the strongest descrip- 
tions of the episode yet written.

Object to a Proposal te 
Reduce High Salaries and Raise Low- 
er Ones and Strike. 


One hundred and ninety harnessmakers 
employer by L. Kiper & Sons, Peoria and 
Congress streets, are on a Strike for more pay. 
Instead of conceding the demands of the 
scale committee the firm said it was about to 
“ equalize the wages’’ by cutting down 
those drawing the highest salaries and in- 
creasing the smailer wages.

This gives the 
married men $7 and the single men §5 a week 
during the strike.

He was 
authorized to ask for a copy of the clause in 
the proposed agreement which binds brick- 
layers to work for the miembers of the build- 
ers’ association exclusively, provided the 
wage scale is increased from 50 to 60 cents 
per hour.

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A bill bas been introduced 
in the Massachusetts Legis- 
_jature making the Mcensing 
of cats in the State compul- 
sory. The fee for each cat is 50 cents, and 
there is a penalty of $5 for every one who 
keeps a cat and does not take out a license, 
The bill also authorizes Mayors and Select- 
men to have all cats killed which are not 
licensed. The authors of the bill say they 
have introduced it on humanitarian grounds. 
They urge that it is a kindness to heave stray 
Starving cats put out of existence, and that 
the system will be a means of escape from 
the ififectious diseases which stray cats so 
kindly distribute. Apart from the humani- 
tarian side of the question, there is just as 
good reason for taxing cats as for taxing 
dogs. In fact, there is more reason, for, as 
compared with dogs, cats are useless ani- 
mals. Even the only service they are capa- 
ble of performing—rat-catching—has to be 
handed over to dogs, ferrets, or traps. Asa 
matter of revenue in Chicago, for instance, 
@ cat license might be sufficient to warrant 
the employment of a few more policemen or 
firemen, increase the amount of street clean- 
ing, or keep teachers’ salaries from being cut 
Gown. There are cats without number in 
Chicago. Every family has its cat. Some 
have more than one cat. Members of the 
Various cat clubs have several. Some peo- 
ple are raising cats as a business. Why not 
license them and make them help pay the 
public charges as the dogs have to do?

WASHINGTON’S BIRTHDAY. 

The recurrence of the 22d of February 
brings with it an undiminished Interest in 
the soldier and statesman whose name is 
connected with the day. That name is still 
one to conjure with, Age has not withered 
it. Custom has not staled it, Calumny, 
long since silenced, has not befouled it. 
Hysterical adulation, most dangerous foe 
of all, has not brought it into ridicule. It | 
is today what it always has been, the watch- 
word of American citizenship. 

For more than a hundred years now the 
character of George Washington has been 
the subject of investigation and discussion. | 
Nor has this investigation and discussion 
been confined to this country. The English 
have given the conqueror of Cornwallis a 
measure of praise which is almost as much 
to their credit as' to his. Byron, for in- 
stance, has expressed his admiration in one 
of his most impassioned stanzas, in which 
he speaks of Washington as— 2 


The first, the last, the best, 4 
The Cineinnatus of the West. 


In a somewhat different way, bordering 
on realism rather on. apotheosis, 
Thackeray has in “ The Virginians ” drawn 
a human George Washington whose charac- 
ter is simply magnified common sense. The 
sketch gave offense at the time, but in our 
own day. a similar feat, accomplished by 
Ford in True George Washington,” has 
been received with applause, People have 
begun to regard Washington as a man, ad- 
mirable and partially imitable, not as a 
demigod, unexplainable and unapproach- 
able. 

The addresses to be made this evening 
will no doubt lead from George Washing- 
ton to every other possible subject. The 
rhetorical compass will be completely boxed. 
Before the talking begins the public, if it 
could really make itself heard, would like 
to give the talkers a suggestion. ‘“‘ Some of 
you,” it would say, “ are scholars and have 
given yourselves over to the study of history. 
You are excellently well informed on the 
life and character of George Washington. 
In that case talk about Washington and 
leave other things alone. You will have 
an attentive audience. Others of you are 
men of affairs and have had little time for 
study. Im that case refrain from giving 
your hearers a distorted and misleading 
biography of the first President. .Deviate 
gracefully into some other field where you 
are more at home. You will then escape 
etultifying yourself.” | 

The suggestion will not be heeded by all 
| of today’s orators, but it is none the less 
an accurate representation of public feeling 
on the matter. ‘ The professor who talks 
-about politics and the statesman who talks 
about history could both of them be spared. 
Now and then, of course, there is a man 
who knows both past and present. To him 
the people will listen eagerly. Most men, 
however, are fortunate if they know either 
the past or the present, and would do well 
to stick to one of the two. 


BEING KIND TO THE KINGS. 

_ The Washington Post has made a convert 
of Wayne MacVeagh, a gentleman who does 
not change his mind easily or 6ften. It 
has convinced him that sending of special 
embassies to attend royal and imperial! cere- 
monies in Purope is not in accordance with 
democratic-republican principles. It seems 
clear to Mr, MacVeagh that “it is alike 
undesirable and undignified in us, whose 
fathers fought seven years to be rid of Kings 
and crowns, to send persons to pay homage 
to a gentleman who calls himself a King, 
and who is putting on his head what he calis 
a crown.” 

Probably most Americans are giving lit- 
tle more thought to this special embassy to 
London than they did to the one sent some 
years ago to St. Petersburg. Of those who 
have given the subject a moment’s con- 
sideration many have been tormented by 
the thought that the American government 
was not appropriately occupied when it in 
the person of a special representative was 
loafing around the throne,” 

There are certain political functions in 
Europe which a special representative of 
this republican nation might properly at- 
tend. One of them is the inauguration of a 
President of the French republic. The 
mother republic of the new world could 
with great fitness pay courtesies to the 
daughter republic of the old world. But 
the United States never has concerned it- 
self about the inauguration of French or 
Swiss Chief Magistrates. This indiffer- 
ence does not contrast favorably with a 
readiness to be represented at coronations. 

If it were the custom of European 
monarchical governments to send special 
embassies to this country to be present at 
the inauguration of a President courtesy | 
might demand reciprocity. But the for- 
eign governments take no special notice of 
new Presidents. Nobody desires that they 
should. There is no reason why this gov- 
ernment should take special note of the 
accession to power of new Kings or Em- 
perors who may or who may not turn out 
to be good rulers. 

A special representative of the American. 
government. was present at Queen Vic- 
toria’s jubilee, Few Americans took ex- 
ception to that. They looked on it as a 
mark of respect for a,woman who had 
earned the respect of a nation which has 
no monarchs. The individual not the 
monarchical principle was recognized by 
that special embassy. If any ruler of a 
European country as closely connected with 
this country in many ways as Great 
Britain is can rule as long as Queen Vic- 
toria did and behave as well as Queen 
) Victoria did there will be no objection to 
sending a special representative to his or 

It is more than likely that these American 
representatives at a coronation are not 
altogether welcome. They are out of har- 
mony with such @ function. It is to them 
a show, not a solemnity. They are amused 
at the thought of rulers “ by the grace of 
God,” Fits-Greene Halleck’s Connecticut 
farmer “ would shake hands with a King 
upon his throne and think it kindness to 
his Majesty.” ‘The Buropean looks upon 
his monarch ‘as a divinely ordained ruler, 
to kiss whose hand is a distinction. 

A representative of the American gov- 
ernment at a coronation is out of place. He 
is an incongruity. He is about as much out 
of place as a ntative of a Presby- 
terian General Assembly would be at the 
installation. of an Archbishop of Canter- 
bury or a Pope of Rome. 

The excellent gentlemen who have been 
selected to see King Edward crowned will 
have to go, It would be discourteous to. 
revoke their commissions now. But this 
should be the last affair of the kind. The 
attitude of the United States concerning 
future coropations should be one of digni- 
fied alootness, It should not descend from

The city electrician has given the Coro- 
ner’s jury which is investigating the explo- 
gion at the Trostel market three theories to 
explain it from which the jury may meke | 
its choice. One of these theories is the natur- 
al leakage of gas mains nd the tendency of 
the gas to work its way along under imper- 
vious pavements and frozen ground until 
it reaches and accumulates in cellars, base-' 
ments, sewers, or other receptacles. This 
may not be the eorrect explanation of that 
disastrous explosion on Archer avenue, but 
it is a plausible explanation. 

It is well known that gas mains leak. 
Gas eompanies admit it, and occasionally 
argue that because of this leakage they are 
not making on each thousand feet of gas 
they manufacture the excessive profit it is 
contended they make. An expert writing 
in the January number of Insuranee Bn- 
gineering says that no way of piping gas 
safely has been discoyered yet. This being 
the case the fire hazards from gas leakage 
tend constantly to increase with improve- 
ments in city pavements, 

Where a street has an impervious pave-. 
ment—apn asphalt one, for instance—gas es- 
caping from the mains cannot reach the sur- 
face as it does where the street is unpaved 
or has a cheap tvooden pavement. There- 
fore the escaping gas, moving in the direc- 
tion where it meets with the least resistance, 
gradually reaches and accumulates in ‘the 
nearest “ pockets.” If these are not suffi- 
ciently ventilated an explosion is likely to 
happen at any moment. . 

~ It follows, therefore, that leaky gas mains 

and the impervious pavements, which are 

so desirable because they can be kept clean, 

do not go well together. A city cannot get 

along without gas. This city has managed 

to get along without superior pavements. 

It does not wish to do Without them findefi- 

nitely, The problem for the gas companies 

to solve is the prevention of the present 

leakage. They ought to be able to find gas 

engineers competent to attend to this mat- 
ter. As leakage means a loss of money, the 

companies should be only too willing to im- 
prove their underground service. 

In the meanwhile there is one thing these 
companies can do. That is to make public 
the amount of gas they lose by leakage. 
They know how many thousand feet are 
turned into the mains. They know how 
many thousand feet the meters register as 
consumed. They know, roughly, how many 
thousand feet the street lamps burn. It 
would be most interesting to know how 
many thousand feet of gas. are leaking out 
into the streets beneath their surface, creat- 
ing conditions dangerous to life and prop- 
erty. Whatever damages leaky mains 
may occasion the companies ought to be pre- 
pared to pay for. 


BEWARE OF FEDERAL BUILDINGS. 

For many years the river and harbor bill 
was the chief extravagance of federal legis- 
lation. All other bills were by comparison 
economical. Every stream that held run- 
ning water and every harbor that had room 


for a boat was the object of lavish ap- | 
| propriation of funds for “ improvement,” 


This year, however, the river and harbor 
bill has a rival in the federal buildings bills. 
Already the Senate has appropriated be- 
tween nine and ten million dollars for the 
erection of .federal buildings in various 
parts of the country. Fifty million dollars 
more will be granted if uli the building biils 
now under consideration are passed. | 
The towns in favor of which the ap- 
propriations are made are interesting. Their 
populations, compared with the amount of 
money to be spent on their buildings, are 
also interesting. Bardstown, Ky., for in- 
stance, has a population of 1,524, Its build- 


with a population of 2,615, needs a building 
worth $100,000. Great Falls, Mont., thinks 
that as it has 3,979 inhabitants it deserves 


kee, 1., with 8,888 people within its limits, 
cannot get along without a building of the

000. With these precedents no federal 
building appropriation could seem excessive. 

Unless the current is checked it seems 
as if many millions of federal money may 
go out into places where the need for it is 
prophetic rather than actual, People will 
begin to sigh for the good old river and 
harbor bills which gathered up into one 
storm cloud all the threatenings of the ses- 
sion. These federal building bills are dif- 
ferent. They come one by one, a circum- 
stance which makes it easier for them to 
escape observation and criticism. If their 
individual grabs were united im one great 
steal the.public would be rng to more 
vigorous remonstrance. As it they run 
the blockade and avoid the searchlights with 
so far uninterrupted success, . 

Another disagreeable thing about them 
is that while rivers and harbors are limited 
in numbér, towns and villages are indefinite 
in number and will supply new claimants 
every year. They open up an avenue for 
the expenditure of public funds which not 
even the most free-handed generosity can 
ever close. Oongress should bear this fact 
in mind. If it once beging to travel on’ 
the broad road of small town federal bui!d- 
ings appropriations there is no place where 
it can halt, If Greeneville and Bluefield 
need elaborate buildings so do hundreds 
of other villages of the same size. The 
only safe course in the matter is to refuse 
to make any appropriations except on a 
reasonable scale. The distribution of plums
